It  is  thus  imperative  in  an  ever- 
changing  world  that  you  are  constantly  learning  and 
progressing,  and  never  forgetting  the  pleasure  of  what  it  means 
to  actually  have  output,  to  give  your  gift,  to  be  creative,  to  be 
intelligent,  to  use  your  faculties,  to  be  present,  and  to  be  living 
on  the  leading  edge  of  life.
